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Carbondale City Building 
getting CommD facelift 


The City of Carbondale’s appli¬ 
cation for Community Develop¬ 
ment funds in the amount of 
$418,600.88 has been approved. 

According to City Manager An¬ 
thony ,1. Giordano, the city has 
received notification from the 
pepartment of Community Affairs, 
(DCA), Bureau of Housing and 
Development, confirming that 
DCA has approved the Community 
Development Block Grant appli¬ 
cation and that the contracting 
process has been initiated. 

According to Giordano, funds for 
the City-wide program will be 
utilized for four speicifip projects, 
which include: 

(1) Restoration of City Hall and 
Removal of Architectural Bar¬ 


riers. The municipal building is 
listed on the National Register of 
Historic Placesand in order to 
comply with Federal regulation, 
all architectural barriers which 
prohibit access to City services by 
disabled persons will be removed. 

In addition, repairs will be made 
to the roof, windows and doors, 
cleaning of the exterior and up¬ 
grading of electrical and plumbing 
systems. Cost Is set at $35,000. 

(2) Reconstruction of the re¬ 
taining wall along the Racket 
Brook. The most deteriorated 
portions of the retaining wall 
supporting the banks of the 
Racket Brook will be recon¬ 
structed. The area is along 
Williams Avenue between the two

bridges and when repaired, will 
prevent the erosion of the street 
and adjacent properties from 
sliding Into the Racket Brook. Cost 
of this project is set at $67,000. 

(3) Sidewalk installation and 
reconstruction. A revolving loan 
program will be established which 
will provide tow-interest loans to 
low and moderate income house¬ 
holds to install sidewalks on their 
property to meet City ordinances. 
Cost Is set at $15,000. 

(4) Rehabilitation. This program 
will be initiated- to establish a fair 
and equitable housing 
rehabtliation program to slow 
down the ratio of detrioration of 
the City's housing stock.This 
funding cycle will provide funds to 
rehabilitate up to 25 single-family 
structures. Cost of the project is 
$270,350. 

The remaining funds, $31,250.88, 
will be utilized for general ad¬ 
ministration, environmental re¬ 
view study reports, internal pro¬ 
gram and financial management, 
legal and office expenses and 
progrm audit. 
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
